The part of my work we diseased in the past has come to a point here I can 
give you and Mac a sort >f progress report. I do expect to he able to print the 
complete book in the not distant future. I am preparing for this, host of the work

I did obtain more material. I had. to write a fourth part of the nook. It ic 
completed. There will be a very lagge ap^noix of the uind of documents of which 1 
allowed you samples. It is completed and annotated bo it can bo comprehended without 
reading of the full text. After all the other worx is done there may be space for 
further documentation, in still another area of evidence. I have that material 
selected. Som« time this week, whenever 1 can make the arrangements. 1*11 have this 
prepared appendix xeroxed because tnat will be necessary for indexing. This xerox 
copy will be safe for handling snould you, **&c or another want to take a Iook. at it. 
Extra handling of the copy that goes to the printer by the process I'll be using is 
not good for tne originals* I mention this because if Mac does come up for cunn«r 
Bomo evening, a 3 you o.dd he intended after the end of the recess, I think flipping 
through this appendix alone will give him a fair enough notion of tho solidity of 
the evidence anu it 3 meaning# 

Si tree we s.oko 1 have obtainod no re evidence directly pertinent to that i showed 
you as well as other on different aspects. Part of the fenaer is in the appendix, part 
in the text, but I think ehough in the appendix to give Mac an idea of its significance* 
While all in the second category has a clear Icgislativo-purpceo relevance, it requires 
more* work. However, I oan show enough of that by simple illustration to make this 
clear. X will tie writing about it separately when I oan.

UXMenay Cellar would 
not listen to him* The conclusion of that first book more than a decade agaa war: that 
the~o must bo a Congrossl oi*al investigation* All my work cince then ha? been with this 
in mind* 1 think I now have more* than enough for an investigation. By thi3 I noon not 
only enough to justify one but a fair part of what one could expect to develop and the 
basis for seeking more. Enough under oath to make quite a beginning for the question- 
ing of witnesses o^the most dramatic nature* 

In short, aside from content, there is noWenough that is organized comprehensibly 
to give Mac a fair notion of the evidence without his naving to take fcnu time to road 
a book that will total 660 pages. Any time is CSC here. 

I' vo been too busy to keep up with public statements so I'm not fanilirr with the 
details of Senator Schweiker '3 latest. It is apparent that a large piurfc of it comee 
from my work, two of the Warren Commission executive session transcripts I've obtained 
under FOIA* I've kept up a steady cl fort for tham for years. They were originally ell 
Top Secret. I now have all except two and two pages of one. I filed under FOIA for 
these last week, having exhausted administrativo remedies.

From what 1 heard on the 
radio news Schweiker did not exaggerate their content. Or its st^'dfxoanco. fhe 
other part of hio reported statement deal* with the latest and exaggerated report out 
of Balias. I have uo doubt that Oswald delivered such a note but 1 believe the belated 
FBI explanation of it can't bo within reality* *hir. gets into still another area on 
which I Iiovc worked for years and have a book well started* However, I »ould recommend 
e^dngt Mac's spending any tin© on thi: Oswald port at tills juncture because it is 
not perfected to the point the lnaterial in the current book is. If he is curious I'll 
be 0 iaci to a*»ctpsulct« 4 vhat I know an. h.vc.

eooy I f d a prcci 3 te one. His office war. i n touch ;ith me several weokn ago on this and 
1 told them the easiest way to gat copieu of those; transcripts* -hey have act sent me 
a copy ox what he said# 

Ecy .ver, I io not _groc with Sclmiircr* 3 proposal to lurr? another investigation 
in nith the one for which your committee will not have enough time. I do hold to the 
view 1 expressed m zc you, tdia.1 there io nuch merr than ic noecr.F.ary an a factual basis 
for recarjneruiing a separate investigation. 1 have it, it is all official in origin 
aon I doubt a Senator will ever be able to hold more documentary proof in his hand 
whan iTiaidng a proposal for an investigation with an absolutely solid legislative 
purpose, Vkile *ith t no approach I have token In aeeiXag anil obta in i ng; thin avidmoe 
hoc folded what ic clearly within Urn .aanaato .. of your coamiitt^o, I bulicvu it should 
not oe lost ai; the current xnvwo ligation one tnat it would oc* i prefer to conaxder 
it vund my writing is explicit on this) in the context of one of Mac's more important 
legislative contributions if; an undcr-ap Disci atea one, hi;- work on the growing trend 
toward autnorltarlmusm.

Inevitably this means the most sensational use. B_ctuiav thtre io no other way 1 can 
fcring this nascavp- work out without increasing uy debt I have no r**al clioice. On the 
other h^nd thiu also maann that there is the possibility for considerable attention 
to ecu# of the evidence* I think it «ould be geed if before that can happen i’iae knowo 
all h wants, tc* know and haa copies of all cf which he wants copies and is prepared 
for whatever he u^y want to uo.
